Sikesto n R-6. The pro po sal will 
be v o ted o n Tuesday . 
This is the third info rmatio nal 
meeting held by the co mmittee 
co mpo sed o f men fro m the two 
districts. 
The questio n that bro ught the 
greatest 
reactio n 
fro m 
the 
audience was by a Sco tt Cen­ 
tral high scho o l student: 
"Will we 
lo se o ur scho o l 
co lo rs and will o ur student o r­ 
ganizatio ns, such as 
cheer­ 
leaders and class o fficers be 
reco gnized at Sikesto n?" 
Ro ger Sherman, principal o f 
Sikesto n high scho o l replied: 
"We co uld hav e at-large stu­ 
dent electio ns. It is to o early 
to tell ex actly what will be 
do ne." 
J udge Marshall Craig o f Sikes­ 
to n o pened the meeting by bring­ 
ing tho se present up to date o n 
the backgro und o f the electio n. 
"Our scho o ls are the biggest 
business in the co unty . The state 
is bringing abo ut mo re reo r­ 
ganizatio n all the time and this 
v o te was called by the co unty 
bo ard o f educatio n. It did no t 
o riginate in any o ne bo ard. 
"If this v o te do es no t pass, 
ano ther plan will be presented to 
the v o ters in the future to en­ 
large scho o l districts," Craig 
said.

Appro v al o f the mergers by 
the co mmissio n o n the same 
day wo uld represent a high- 
water mark in a relentless rail­ 
ro ad merger trend o f the past 
decade.

rise to speculatio n that the 
So v iet-designed jets co uld be 
o perating fro m China. 


Officials say mo st o f the MIGs 
are based at the Fhuc Yen 
military airfield at Hano i, which 
so far has no t been bo mbed by 
American planes. The air field 
repo rtedly is pro tected by a 
co ncentratio n o f missile sites 
equipped with 
su rface-to -air 
missiles su p p lied by th e So v iet 
Unio n.

Ano ther sign, just befo re the entrance to 
Jeky ll Island, anno unces “ Junctio n 17.** But, the 
“ 17** is badly rusted, easily seen by pedestrians 
but no t by mo to rists. 
Glass reflecto r “ beads** hav e dro pped o ut o f 
many o f the highway numbers o n signs in the 
Brunswick and Jeky ll Island area, giv ing them 
a to o thless lo o k. 
Plans are underway to reface the signs— 
perhaps with a reflectiv e sheeting that wo n*t 
dro p o ff. 
It*s the kind o f jo b that highway departments 
fro m co ast to co ast are do ing—o r planning to 
do . 
But, imagine so me o f the strange situatio ns 
in which mo to rists can beco me inv o lv ed while 
waiting fo r decent traffic signs to get in place. 
Let*s say y o u’re mo to ring co nfidently alo ng 
a co untry ro ad, heading, y o u think, to ward 
Bo o nesv ille. Imagine y o ur surprise when y o u 
see a sign which say s, “ Welco me to Apple 
Blo sso m.** 
What happened? Why , y o u were suppo sed to 
hav e turned, but the sign which marked the 
turn had fallen o v er and nev er been set up 
again. 
Tho se Geo rgia signs are peaches, and no t the 
kind y o u eat. But do n’t be to o smug abo ut it, 
because y o ur state pro bably has as many that 
are just as bad.

Few perso ns o utside the newspaper business 
apparently are aware o f this. 
The Lo s Angeles Times Mirro r Co mpany dis­ 
co v ered this fact when it became listed o n the 
New Yo rk Sto ck Ex change. The co mpany ’s 
ex ecutiv es appeared befo re to p inv estment bank­ 
ers, who are suppo sed to be info rmed o n ev ery 
segment o f business. 
“ They literally knew no thing abo ut o ur in­ 
dustry —o r ev en that it was an industry ,” 
Otis Chandler, publisher o f the Times, said. 
“ They assumed we were barely breathing— 
that telev isio n and high labo r co sts had cut 
o ur hearts o ut--and who really cared any way ? ” 
If the business ex perts are igno rant o f the 
fact that newspapers are o ne o f the largest 
industries in the natio n, ho w can o thers less 
info rmed in eco no mics be ex pected to kno w 
mo re abo ut them? 
One o f the mo st articulate edito rs o f the co un­ 
try , Jenkin Llo y d Jo nes o f the Tulsa Tribune 
recently made this o bserv atio n abo ut newspaper 
eco no mics. It tells the sto ry skillfully : 
“ As a general rule the newspapers that are 
mo st respo nsible and wo rthy o f trust are tho se 
newspapers that are so lv ent. The penniless 
newspaper, like the penniless y o ung lady , is 
mo re susceptible to an immo ral pro po sitio n than 
o ne well-heeled. 
“ I believ e that America's ‘co mercial* news­ 
papers to day , in general, are the mo st ac­ 
curate, the mo st info rmativ e, the mo st reliable 
newspapers in the wo rld. 
“ So I say witho ut apo lo gy o r shame, Go d bless 
the adv ertisers. 
No edito r co uld ride fo rth 
to jo ust with o gres if so meo ne didn’t feed the 
war-ho rse. 
“ I can do so because o ur adv ertising and 
business o ffice hav e do ne their wo rk well. They 
hav e do ne their well well when o ur newspaper 
is no t dependent o n the patro nage o f any single 
man o r susceptible to the do minatio n o f any 
gro up.”

JEFFERSON CITY — For the 
first time, all areas scheduled 
to be stocked with live-trapped 
wild turkeys are completely 
stocked after one of the most 
successful 
turkey 
trapping 
seasons in the history of the 
program . 
The Conservation Department 
announced 162 birds were re­ 
leased during the winter season, 
from Oct. 8 through March 25. 
It is the largest number re ­ 
leased in one season since the 
start of the turkey restoration 
program in 1954. Of the 162 
released, 45 were adult gob­ 
blers, 13 were young toms and 
104 were hens. 
Releases started last year in 
Ripley and Lewis Counties were 
completed this year and all 
releases begun this year were 
completed. 
The purpose of the program is 
to release birds in the correct 
combinations of gobblers and 
hens in favorable habitat. Even 
with the best habitat, however, 
residents of such a release 
area must cooperate to report 
on success of the releases and 
to discourage poaching.

LONDON—(NEA)— The British government runs gin mills 
on the Scottish border. It owns oil wells in Persia, and iron 
ore mines in Brazil. 
In England the government has a monopoly on railroads 
and airlines, is sole proprietor of the nation’s coal mines. 
In addition, it supplies Britons with free teeth and spectacles. 
Government monopoly will be extended to new fields under 
the Labor government, it is freely predicted. 


In the past public ownership has often come about as a 


result of blunders. That's how the government got into the 
saloon-keeping business on the Scottish border during World 
War I. 


Absenteeism in munition plants was blamed on heavy 
drinking. In order to regulate the liquor consumption the 
government bought up the pubs, all 175 of them, plus a 
brewery at Carlisle, and it has been running the saloons ever 
since. 
However, there is nothing haphazard about the govern­ 
ment’s intention to extend government ownership. As a 
starter, the government plans to set up a giant holding com­ 
pany with powers to buy up privately owned enterprises. 
The Industrial Reorganization Corporation (IRC) is the 
title given to the new agency, and it will be empowered to 
organize new industries, as well as to force mergers between 
existing ones. To accomplish its purpose, it will have huge 
sums of capital at its disposal, and will be free to borrow 
more in the market. 
Early candidates for government takeover if the new 


scheme goes through are the machine tool, computer and 
airframe industries. 
Ostensible aims of IRC are to modernize British industry, 
and thus to equip firms to meet foreign competition in the 
world market. But its critics claim that IRC is really “social­ 
ism by stealth.” 
“This is just a cynical move for taking over private enter­ 
prise without having to face parliamentary battles over 
specific nationalization measures,” says Aims of Industry, a 
free enterprise group.

Labor has also changed its thinking in regard to mergers. 
In 1962 Labor, then in opposition, opposed a merger between 
Imperial Chemical Industries and Courtaulds on the grounds 
that the resulting monopoly would control the man-made 
fibers industry. 


Rut today the Labor government intends to regroup parts 


of industry into larger units. “ In some sectors the typical 
company in Britain is too small to achieve long production 
runs,” the government’s W’hite Paper announces. 


Past governments have used various pretexts for buying 
into private enterprise. Thus, Britain bought a 51 per cent 
interest in the Anglo-Persian Oil company mow British 
Petroleum) in order to keep Persian oil from falling into 
German hands during World War I. 
The Anglo-Persian deal was notable for one other reason. 
Having acquired a controlling interest in the government 
the British goverment then promised not to interfere with 
the company’s commercial operations in any way. a promise 
it has kept. 


“ Inefficient operation under private ownership,” was the 


excuse given by the Chamberlain government in 1938 for 
taking over private airlines and creating the British Overseas 
Airways Corporation.

Britain, of course, is one of the worlds most heavilv 
socialized countries right now and although industrialists 
still grumble about government ownership, lew people an- 
really very alarmed. 
With the smashing victory of Harold Wilson’s Labor go\ 
ernment. it appears likely socialism in Britain will become 
even more firmly entrenched.

Co ntro l o f 
Po llutio n Asked 


WASHINGTON — Sen. Edward 
V. Lo ng (D-Mo ) to day warned 
“ immediate actio n is needed to 
insure the preserv atio n o f o ur 
limited water reso urces” and 
urged a senate sub-co mmittee 
to ado pt new water po llutio n 
legislatio n. 
In a statement to the senate 
subco mmittee o n Air and Water 
Po llutio n, Senato r Lo ng said 
“ if we are to halt the po l­ 
lutio n o f o ur waterway s, bo ld 
new legislatio n must be pro ­ 
v ided.” 
He said “ Many Misso uri co m­ 
munities 
are to day do ing a 
tremendo us jo b o f co mbating 
water po llutio n pro blems. In 
recent y ears 210 waste treat­ 
ment 
pro jects 
hav e 
been 
launched in my state.” 
Ho wev er, the senato r said, 
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“ many Misso uri streams and 
riv ers are v ictims o f o ur co un­ 
try 's rapid industrial and po p­ 
ulatio n gro wth.” 
Senato r Lo ng said the bill he 
suppo rts “ will ex tend the bene­ 
fits o f the current assistance 
pro grams. Limitatio ns o n re­ 
search ex penditures wo uld be 
remo v ed. Grants fo r the estab­ 
lishment o f water po llutio n pro ­ 
grams wo uld be increased.** 
In additio n, the senato r said, 
the bill “ will permit municipal­ 
ities to undertake lo ng range 
studies to assist an o rderly 
ex pansio n o f facilities.” 
Senato r Lo ng po inted o ut that 
sectio n 7 o f the bill “ inauguar- 
ates a lo ng-term, lo w interest 
lo an pro gram to assist co m­ 
munities where State and lo cal 
funds are no t adequate to meet 
lo cal co st sharing o n co nstruc­ 
tio n. This pro v isio n meets a 
pro blem beco ming mo re ser­ 
io us ev ery y ear.’* 
“ State and municipal go v ern­ 
ments are hav ing increased dif­ 
ficulty in meeting the matching 
fund requirements o f Federal 
pro grams,” Senato r Lo ng said. 
The senato r no ted that Co n­ 
gress “ has made significant 
pro gress to ward pro v iding pro ­ 
grams to sav e America’s v alu­ 
able water 
reso urces. But, 
mo re is needed if we are to 
halt the po llutio n o f o ur water­ 
way s.”

An Old And Proud Emblem 


Tho ugh it appears o n co untless do cuments, crests, let­ 
terheads, and signbo ards, the D epartm ent o f the A rm y ’s 
.Official Seal is v ery much an o rphan. N o o fficial descrip- 
e \ ' 6 t beerr fo und; the initial de­ 
sign and its die are believ ed to hav e been lo st in a W ash­ 
ingto n tire in 18 00 which destro y ed m any reco rds o f the 
y o ung go v ernm ent. 
It 
is 
kno wn, ho wev er, that the 
present design has been handed do wn 
since 17 7 8 when the Co ntinental Co n­ 
gress’ Third Bo ard o f War autho rized 
a seal fo r use in authenticating m ili­ 
tary co m m issio ns. 
Redesign ated In 19 47 
W ith mino r changes, the design was in co ntinuo us use 
by the W ar Departm ent until 19 4 7 . At that tim e the D e­ 
partment o f D efense was created, alo ng w ith its o wn 
o fficial seal, and the W ar D epartm ent insignia w as redes­ 
ignated fo r use by the Arm y . 
In fact, the v ery first o rder issued by the new ly o r­ 
ganized Departm ent o f the Arm y co ncerned the ado ptio n 
o f the Official Seal. 
The legend “ United States o f Am erica War Office” re­ 
mains the central inscriptio n o f the design to this day .

Madcap is an annual holly­ 
hock; will bloom in early fall 
from spring-sown seeds. 
I 
A new annual hollyhock called 
Madcap will present you with 
flowers in a hurry — in early 
autumn from seeds sown in early 
spring. 
The blooms of Madcap may 
be single or semi-double, any one 
of a wide variety of colors, and 
have prettily fringed or ruffled 
petal-edges. 
If you want this hollyhock in 
your garden this year, first buy 
the seeds. Then, as soon as soil 
is workable, plant seeds thinly 
in a row in well-prepared, fine 
soil. It will take 2 to 3 weeks for 
the seeds to sprout. 
As soon as the young plants 
are an inch or two high, trans­ 
plant them. Do not delay — 
hollyhocks grow long tap roots 
and the longer they grow the 
harder it is to move the plants 
without injuring the roots. 
As you know, hollyhocks are 
tall-growing plants, so select 
the spot you wish them to bloom 
with regard to their height. Set 
the seedlings at least 20 inches 
and better 2 feet apart. 
Water every day for the first 
few days and shade the plants 
from the sun. Gradually lengthen 
the time between waterings un­ 
til rainfall will take care of 
all needs.

Congressmen Skeptical of 
Auto Industry Position 
WMff M>* 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
auto industry's declaration it 
now favors the federal govern­ 
ment having the final say in 
setting safety standards has 
met with skepticism from some 
congressmen. 
This became apparent Tues­ 
day as industry spokesman 
John S. Bugas outlined the in­ 
dustry's position to an all-day 
hearing by the House Com­ 
merce Committee. 
The committee resumes its 
hearings today with testimony 
from Teamsters Union Presi­ 
dent 
James R. Hoffa, and 
spokesmen for the national tire 
dealers, the Insurance Institute 
and legal and medical groups. 
Bugas made these points; 
1. The industry and states 
should work together with the 
federal government to formu­ 
late broad auto safety stand­ 
ards, covering such things as 
brake performance, visibility 
and safety to passengers. 
2. Congress should set guide­ 
lines, specifying the standards 
be considered in light of cost 
versus potential benefit, com- 
patability of the safety stan­ 
dards with engineering factors 
and length of installation time. 
3. The secretary of commerce 
would have the power to accept 
or reject standards formulated 
by industry or the states and to 
issue mandatory, binding stand­ 
ards applicable to all new UJS. 
cars. 
"When we're talking about 
federal standards,” Bugas said, 
"we're talking about broad con­ 
cepts, 
major 
safety charac­ 
teristics that tell what perfor­ 
mance a car shall meet, rather 
than how these are met.” 


The auto spokesman then 
turned 
to

question of 
congressional guidelines. 
"That sounds good but it 
doesn't say a whole lot,” Rep. J. 
J. Pickle, D-Tex., told Bugas, a 
Ford Motor Co. vice president, 
and representatives of the other 
three major UJS. manufiictur- 
ers. 
"We have not put down lan­ 
guage in detail,” replied Bugas. 
"We 
have 
introduced con­ 
cepts.” 
He promised the committee 
that the auto makers would sub­ 
mit language covering their 
proposals for consideration. In 
essence, the industry statement 
brought it close to the adminis­ 
tration's viewpoint. 
"Have you caved in?” asked 
Rep. Samuel L. Devine, R-Ohlo. 
Bugas said the industry had 
merely reconsidered some ob­ 
jections that had been raised. 
"I'm a little confused,” said 
Rep. Torbert H. MacDonald, D- 
Mass. "You took a completely 
different point of view in the 
Senate.”

Question Mark on 
Sanctuary Meaning

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
State Department says "there is 
no sanctuary” in the Viet Nam 
war. 
Does this mean that, if Red 
Chinese

S. Truman, who wanted to avoid 
direct war with Red China, and 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, who 
wanted to bomb it. Truman 
fired him finally. 
In a basic sense Truman's 
position was similar to Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s today. 
Truman was determined to 
resist North Korean Communist 
aggression against South Korea 
but if possible to limit the war 
to Korea since enlargement, 
through the involvement of Red 
China, might lead to World War 
in. 
Johnson has been determined 
to resist the aggression of the 
Viet Cong and the North Viet­ 
namese 
Communists against 
South Viet Nam while trying to 
limit the war to Viet Nam and 
hoping to avoid tangling with 
Red China. 
In Truman's case the "sanc­ 
tuary” 
of

China was 
preserved and later a truce 
achieved, even though the Red 


islatures. "There’s no delay 
conceivable in this,” he said of 
the revised approach in which 
the safety commission would 
play a consulting role.

Bugas: "This is not a tactic. 
This is something we think is 
sound. We have no present in­ 
tention of changing. If someone 
shows us a better way to do it— 
MacDonald: "We’re going to 
show you a better way to do it.” 
One of the industry's most 
severe critics,Sen.AbrahamA. 
Ribicoff, D-Conn., greeted the 
industry testimony with a state­ 
ment that "the industry retreat 
is more tactical than real” and 
that the auto makers still fa­ 
vored "federal safety standards 
set not by the federal govern­ 
ment but by the industry and 
the states.” 
Bugas 
promptly 
issued a 
statement noting that "our pro­ 
posals for cooperation with in­ 
dustry and the states do not 
mean that the secretary would 
be bound by their recommenda­ 
tions.”

WHEN TO CALL A DOCTOR 
Most of us are faced with 
the vexing problem, from time 
to time, of whether to call a 
doctor. The American Medical 
Association (AMA, offers some 
clues that may be of help in 
deciding: 
If the sick person is suffering 
acute, persistent pain the doctor 
should be called at once. 
When a minor symptom per- 
s ists for more than a few days, 
and does not seem to be due to 
some readily identifiable cause, 
a call to the doctor is in order. 
The AMA notes, “A nose bleed 
from a sharp blow is one thing; 
a nose that bleeds constantly or 
frequently for no apparent rea­ 
son is quite a different matter.” 
When a symptom recurs re­ 
peatedly for no readily appar­ 
ent cause, a visit to the doctor 
is recommended. 
When the victim of an accident 
falls 
unconscious, or 
when 
bleeding is severe, or when 
there are signs of shock, or 
when there is persistent, severe 
vomiting — call a doctor at 
once. 
DOCTORS REDUCE 
ABORTION RATE 
British physician Dr. Aviva 
Wiseman, who heads one of her 
nation’s largest family planning 
clinics at Slough, England, told 
a recent meeting of the Canadian 
College of General Practice that 
oral contraceptives have sig­ 
nificantly reduced the number 
of abortions in England and 
Australia. 
The doctor told of a colleague 
who practices in South London 
where “unwanted pregnancies 
and abortions were high.” In an 
effort to reduce unwanted preg­ 
nancies and abortions, the phy­ 
sician began to prescribe “ the 
pill” for women who had had 
abortions or who might seek one 
if they became pregnant again. 
“ Now in a sort of ‘Abortions 
Ananymous* sisterhood,” said 
Dr. Wiseman, “ other women 
request ‘the pill,' and septic 
abortion has 
been virtually 
wiped out in this practice.” 
In two hospitals in Sydney, 
Australia, the number of septic 
abortions fell from 452 in 1960 
to 138 in 1964 as a result of 
the introduction of “the pill,” 
Dr. Wiseman reported. 
SPECIAL VITAMINS 
CUT TOOTH DECAY 
Families living in commu­ 
nities that do not have a fluori­ 
dated water supply may now 
protect their children’s teeth 
by giving the youngsters daily 
doses of a vitamin-fluoride 
combination. This is the good 
news reported by three Indiana 
University School of Dentistry 
scientists who studied the effect 
of the new combination of 218 
children who took it for three 
years. These were compared to 
an equal number who took the 
vitamin 
alone, 
without the 
fluoride, and here is what the 
doctors found: In the first group 
there was a reduction of dental 
caires (decay) of 63 percent in 
first teeth, and of 43 percent 
in permanent teeth. 
The doctors wrote in a recent 
issue of the Journal of Den­ 
tistry for Children that the 
fluoride-vitamins “appear to 
provide an effective and practi­ 
cal 
method 
of 
supplying 
fluoride.” 
The U.S. Public Health Ser­ 
vice estimates that almost 65 
percent of the population live 
either 
outside central water 
supplies or in communities that 
do not fluoridate their water. 
The maximum benefit from 
this method of getting fluorides 
is derived when it 1s given from 
birth through eight or ten years 
of age, the doctors noted. How­ 
ever, there was a noticeable

in decay 
in first 
teeth after only 16 months of 
use, 
and in permanent teeth 
after 28 months.

China Full of Contrived 
Hatred of Americans 


EDITOR'S 
NOTE 
— What 
chance is there for friendlier 
relations between the United 
States and Communist China? 
This 
uncensored 
dispatch, 
brought out of China by the 
British Novelist Frank Tuohy, 
gives a hint in its disclosure 
of the way Americans are de­ 
picted there. Since U. S. re­ 
porters are not admitted to 
China, The Associated Press 
asked Tuohy to report on his 
findings 
in this 
and other 
articles to appear later.

PEKING A P. — Signs of anti- 
American feeling are every­ 
where In China. Yet I feel there 
is something fishy about it all. 
If the Americans did not exist, 
the Central Committee of the 
Communist party would have 
to invent them. 
Take the following scene, for 
example; 
An old man is lying on the 
ground, and an officer with a 
stock-whip is flogging him. A 
young woman dashes forward to 
help, but is seized by two sol­ 
diers. The officer turns with a 
fiendish snarl and snatches her 
baby from her. The woman 
breaks free, but two more sol­ 
diers cross their rifles with 
fixed bayonets in front of her. 
The officer taunts her. Raising 
the child, he hurls it down on 
to the crossed boyonets. The 
woman shrieks. Grinning, the 
officer draws a revolver and 
shoots her on the spot. 
The officer is American, the 


mother and baby Vietnamese. 
This gruesome scene starts off 
the Chinese film “ Victory is 
Just Ahead,” which I saw in 
Canton. The American officer, 
called J. Watson, Is played by a 
Chinese with a false nose. 
Why do Americans have to be 
presented like this? 
There are several reasons. 
F irst, the Chinese believe that 
they 
have 
been 
especially 
marked out 
for American de­ 
testation since 1949. One of the 
“ remolded 
capitalists” 
of 
Shanghai, used to turning on 
his opinions for foreigners, was 
quite definite about it; “ The 
Americans have bullied us too 
much. We are determined to see 
this through. The Americans 
have always been dead against 
China. In 1950 they bombed 
plants in Shanghai and have 
made more than 400 intrusions. 
Why should we Chinese have 
aggressive designs on other 
countries when there is so much 
to be one here? 
Further embellishments are 
added to this general picture 
every day. China's sudden loss 
of friends in Ghana and In­ 
donesia is due to CIA plotting; 
all American moves for peace 
in Viet Nam are a hoax. 
Secondly, 
in spite of diplo­ 
matic 
setbacks, China still 
wishes to 
appear the leader 
of 
revolutionary movements 
against imperialism and neo­ 
colonialism all over the world. 
The breakdown of the relation­ 
ship with Cuba is still a trau­ 
matic experience which has not 


been adjusted to. 
Deprived of the Cubans, China 
looks elsewhere for oppressed 
peoples to lead. Flagged maps 
of the United States shows spots 
of “student worker” protest 
as though these were Chinese 
outposts in a battle. 


My objection that many of the 
protesting 
American students 
were Christians and pacifists 
were brushed aside. 
Thirdly, the Americans play 
an impox*tant role in the thought 
of Chairman Mao Tse-tung. Ac­ 
cording to Marx and Lenin, 
two become one; thesis and 
antithesis become 
synthesis. 
According to Chairman Mao, 
the greatest revisionist of them 
all, however, “one becomes 
two” ; any one situation always 
contains two opposites, a con­ 
tradiction, and there is no syn­ 
thesis. 
“The struggle of op­ 
posites Is ceaseless.” 
Thus there will always be a 
struggle between the party and 
the reactionaries. This struggle 
will never be transformed, and 
communism may be postponed 
forever.

Misrepresentation, Distorted Half-Truths, Misstatements Of 
Fact Threaten Cotton Research, Promotion Effort

The cotton research and pro­ 
motion bill got the green light 
from the House Rules Commit­ 
tee yesterday. It will come to 
the floor of the House for action 
tomorrow with a two-hour rule, 
which means that debate will be 
limited to two hours. 
The bill is developing con­ 
siderable opposition, largely 
sponsored by the American 
Farm Bureau Federation. Much 
is engendered by pure, unadul­ 
terated 
misrepresentation of 
the facts and distortion of the 
truth. 
Many 
have 
accepted these 
misrepresentations as truth and 
have formed opinions on that 
basis. 
There is the charge that the 
program will be imposed on 
the farmers against their will. 
The truth is that they must ap­ 


prove it by a two-thirds vote 
before it becomes effective. 
There is the charge that it 
is a mandatory problem. The 
truth is that any farmer who 
does not want to participate can 
have his money refunded within 
60 days of the time he makes 
application for it. 
There is the charge that it 
provides the Secretary of Ag­ 
riculture with a slush fund to 
spend as he wills. The truth 
is that he is to appoint 
a 
producer board to handle the 
details of the referendum and 
the points of collection of the 
money If the plan is voted by 
the 
farmers. 
These 
board 
members would be nominated 
by producer groups such as 
the Delta Council, the Agri­ 
cultural Council of Arkansas 
and the Missouri Cotton Pro­ 


ducers Association, with rep­ 
resentatives from each cotton 
state. 
This same board also would 
have the authority to select a 
producer group, such as the 
Cotton 
Producers 
Institute, 
which represents all states ac­ 
cording to the amount of cot­ 
ton grown, which would de­ 
velop the research and promo­ 
tional programs under a con­ 
tract with the first board.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Min e 
w ork ers' represen tativ es v ote 
today on a con tract agreem en t 
aim ed at en din g a strike in v olv ­ 
in g m ore than half the n ation 's 
100,000 
soft coal 
m in ers. 
Sou rces predict approv al. 
The con tract reportedly giv es 
all m in ers a raise of $1 or m ore 
in daily pay , retroactiv e to April 
1. This wou ld be slightly in ex ­ 
cess of the adm in istration 's 3.2 
per cen t wage gu idelin es. 
An estim ated 23,000 m in ers 
w ere awaitin g approv al of the 
con tract by the 200-member n a­ 
tion al policy com m ittee of the 
Un ited Min e W orkers before 
retu rn in g to work. 
As man y as 60,000 m in ers 
w ere off the job du rin g the two- 
week walkou t, the in du stry 's 
larg est in 15 y ears. Thou san ds 
of them heeded a back-to-work 
plea from u n ion officials an d 
retu rn ed to the pits pen din g a 
fin al agreem en t. 
Con tract term s were worked 
ou t la st weeken d by u n ion P re s­ 
iden t W. A. (Ton y ) Boy le an d 
Edward G. Fox , presiden t of the 
Bitu min ou s Coal O perators A s­ 
sociation . 
D irectors of the association 
ratified the agreem en t Mon day . 
Tu esday , the Sou thern Coal P ro­ 
du cers A ssociation took sim ilar 
action . Compan ies belon gin g to 
the two association s employ 
abou t 80,000 m in ers. 
The strike began April 11, 
three day s after the u n ion an d 
three major in depen den t pro­ 
du cers sign ed a con tract callin g 
for an im m ediate wage hike of 
$1.32 a day for top - rated min ­ 
e rs, in creasin g their daily ra te 
in creasin g their daily rate to 
$30. 
The top-rated w orkers — op­ 
e ra tors of con tin u ou s min in g 


m achin es an d in side electrici­ 
an s an d m echan ics — make u p 
abou t 10 per cen t of the in du s­ 
tr y 's work force. 
The con tract with the three 
in depen den t 
produ cers 
also 
gav e the top-rated m in ers an ­ 
other $1 per day wage in crease 
n ex t April 1. An d it gav e the 
estim ated 9 0,000 m in ers n ot in 
the top-rated category a $1 per 
day raise effectiv e n ex t April 1. 
This wou ld place the basic daily 
salary of the 9 0,000 m in ers at 
$27 .25. 
The m ajor differen ce between 
this con tract an d the on e ac­ 
cepted this week by the two a s­ 
sociation s 
reportedly is the 
clau se giv in g all m in ers an in ­ 
cre ase of at least $1 per day 
retroactiv e to April 1. 
It was reported the con tract 
u p for a v ote today also retain s 
the eight paid holiday s an d the 
rev ised v acation pay schedu le 
in clu ded in the pact with the 
in depen den t operators. 
An d it reportedly con tain s on e 
key rev ision sou ght by m in ers 
— a clau se say in g a helper mu st 
rem ain within sight or hearin g 
of an operator of a con tin u ou s 
min in g m achin e. Prev iou s con ­ 
tra c ts said the helper mu st re ­ 
main 
“ within 
the 
workin g 
pla ce ." 
In 19 64, the u n ion won a wage 
in crease of $1 per day per y ear 
for two y ears, plu s added frin ge 
ben efits. Some 10,000 m in ers 
staged wildcat strik es after the 
19 64 con tract was sign ed, pro­ 
testin g that frin ge ben efits w ere 
far short of those en joy ed by 
w orkers in other in du stries. 
In stagin g the cu rren t strik e, 
m in ers con ten ded their con tract 
ex pired when the u n ion sign ed 
the agreem en t with the three 
in depen den ts.

“ Man y v illages today a re v ir­ 
tu ally depopu lated of their n at­ 
u ral le a de rs ," on e official re ­ 
port said. “ T heir loss to Viet 
Nam is in estim able an d will 
take a gen eration or m ore to 
repla ce ." 
The total of officials killed or 
abdu cted from the sta rt of 19 64 
is 4,338. 
In complete estim ates of the 
n on -official v ictim s of Viet Con g 
te rro r in 19 65 a re 11,086 per­ 
son s — killed, wou n ded or kid­ 
n aped. 
A ccordin g to captu red Viet 
Con g directiv es, three • man 
“ special activ ities c e lls " hav e 
been in stru cted to strike partic­ 
u larly at officials. 
The effort to disru pt organ ized 
adm in istrativ e life of ru ral Viet 
Nam was accom pan ied by the 
growth of u rban te rror. 
T e rrorist acts in the Saigon - 
Cholon m etropolitan area grew 
from 14 in 19 62 to 103 in 19 65. 
The capital was stru ck by m ore 
than 60 Viet Con g attacks so fa r 
this y ear. 
Vietn am ese an d A m erican of­ 
ficials appear to be m ore pre­ 
occu pied with the trou ble in the 
cou n try side, apparen tly feelin g 
that the ou tcome of the w ar 
may be decided th ere.

That is a basic reason why the 
really controv ersial issu es of 
the day — UJ>. policy in Viet 
Nam, leg alized abortion, broad­ 
er-based div orce laws, au to 
safety , health hazards and oth­ 
ers — are infrequ ently the su b­ 
jects of telev ised dramas.

Report From 
Washington

In its consideration of the 
“ Food For Freedom" bill, the 
House Committee on Agricul­ 
ture has approv ed an amend­ 
ment 
requiring the less de­ 
v eloped countries to whom the 
U.S. has been most generous 
in its aid, to undertake self- 
help measures to Increase their 
per capita food production, and 
also to dev ote more land re­ 
sources to the production of 
needed food rather than to the 
production of non-food crops, 
especially those non-food crops 
In world surplus. 
For many y ears y our Repre­ 
sentativ e has been critical of 
the policies followed by our 
State Department, partlcuarly 
when it Insisted that there were 
“ no strings attached" to the 
more than 110 billions of dol­ 
la rs in assistance which the 
United States has distributed 
to more than 100 nations around 
the world. It is for this reason 
that I hav e v oted against prac­ 
tically ev ery foreign aid bill 
for many y ears, in the belief 
that we were not only not mak­ 
ing friends, but were actually 
doing a disserv ice to those na­ 
tions we were assisting. For 
Instance, it is a fact that India 
has receiv ed about 25 per cent 
of 
all of the commodities 
shipped under Title I since the 
beginning of Public Law 48 0 
in 19 54. I am happy to state 
that 
President 
Johnson has 
realized some of the mistakes 
that hav e been made in the past, 
and in his February message 
to Congress on the Food for 
Freedom Act, made it clear 
that he felt there was a great 
need for the less dev eloped 
countries to prov ide self-help 
and to improv e their own agri­ 
culture production. 
Unfortunately , for many y ears, 
India, for ex ample, has been 
laboring under the misappre­ 
hension that if she could only 
become an Industrialized na­ 
tion, she could earn enough dol­ 
la rs with which to buy the food 
that her starv ing millions need. 
India, in the meantime, has de­ 
v oted 
practically 
nothing 
towards dev eloping food pro­ 
duction although she has been 
dev oting some 20-odd millions 
of acres to the production of cot­ 
ton, which as ev ery one knows is 
in surplus throughout the world. 
The Intent of the amendment, 
approv ed last week in the House 
Agriculture Committee, is that 
if India is to receiv e wheat and 


other food stuffs from the United 
States, 
either as a gift or 
through concession sa les, she 
must conv ert some of those 
acres from cotton to food crops. 
This is just one ex ample of 
many that ex ist throughout the 
world. The amendment also in­ 
cludes a prov ision that recipient 
countries must begin to make 
changes to create an env iron­ 
ment for priv ate inv estment, 
and prov ide adequate protection 
of industrial property rights to 
attract priv ate domestic and 
foreign inv estment. These are 
just some of the goals which 
the committee of which y our 
Representativ e is a member, 
hopes to attain through the pas­ 
sage of the bill, originally rec­ 
ommended by the President, and 
greatly improv ed in committee. 
It is hoped to conclude commit­ 
tee consideration of the bill 
this week, and it should be be­ 
fore the House for a v ote early 
in May . Unless there is a ssur­ 
ance that there will be “ strings 
attached", I hav e no interest 
in prov iding relief of any kind 
for any nation. 
The House will be v oting this 
week on the Agriculture Ap­ 
propriations Bill and I am hap­ 
py to report that the sub-com­ 
mittee handling this bill, has 
recommended the restoration 
of 
many of the cuts recom­ 
mended in the budget, and I am 
confident the committee's rec­ 
ommendations will be approv ed 
by the House. Among the prin­ 
cipal cuts that hav e been re­ 
stored are $8 2 million for the 
school milk program, and $19 
million for the school lunch 
program. Other cuts restored 
include funds for agricultural 
research; control and eradica­ 
tion of plant and animal dis­ 
ea ses, including the soy bean 
cy st 
nematode; 
cooperativ e 
state research; soil conserv a­ 
tion and watersheds. It was. in­ 
teresting to note that most of 
the recommended cuts in the 
arglculture budget were in those 
fields where there is most pub­ 
lic support, and it is generally 
agreed that the Administration 
was aware that these cuts would 
be restored. Howev er, it will 
hav e the effect of putting the 
burden on Congress for hav ing 
ex ceeded the budget estimates, 
ev en though the total appropria­ 
tions recommended by the com­ 
mittee 
($6,9 09 ,027,000) 
are 
some $113,611,000 less than 
recommended by the Budget 
Bureau. 
Nev ertheless, 
the 
amount recommended is more 
than one-half billion more than 
was appropriated last y ear. 
With rising food costs, and the 
threat of inflation, now is a 
good time to remind the public 
a s 
Chairman 
Cooley of the 
House Committee o n A o rrln ti. 


ture has done, that the farmer is 
certainly not the one to blame 
for inflation, as tt*cr following 
statements from official Gov ­ 
ernment statistics show: 
—that while food prices in 
March of this y ear were 16 
per cent abov e food prices in 
19 52, prices receiv ed by farm­ 
ers in March of this y ear were 
6 per cent below what they were 
14 y ears ago. 
--prices paid by farmers for 
their production materials in 
March of this y ear were 15 per 
cent abov e prices paid in 1952. 
--while the per capita income 
of farmers has Increased from 
$9 52 to $1,512 ov er this 14- 
y ear period (while the non­ 
farm per capita Income in­ 
creased by 50 per cent, from 
$1,612 to $2,410) this is ac­ 
counted for by the fact that 
farm population decreased by 43 
per cent, from 21,748 ,000 in 
19 52 to 
12,353,000 in 1965. 
During this same period prof­ 
its of corporations Increased 
by 227 per cent; hourly rates of 
production workers in manu­ 
facturing industries is up by 
62 per cent; while hourly earn­ 
ings of employ ees in food mar­ 
keting firms climbed 70 per 
cent during this 14-y ear period. 
While I know it is somewhat 
repetitious, I would again re­ 
mind the readerth&t it is be­ 
coming more difficult for the 
farmer to get the recognition 
he deserv es due to the decline 
in numbers of representation 
in Congress, and the outlook 
is not encouraging with the 
failure of the Dlrksen amend­ 
ment, which would hav e giv en 
the people an opportunity to 
v ote 
on 
the “ one-man, one- 
v ote" principle of reapportlon- 
ment inv oked by the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court. But more about 
that at a later date.

I drov e out in a 
jeep to meet them, and watched 
fearfully for the ex pression on 
Smitty *s face when he got off 
the aircraft. Thankfully , it was 
one of relief! Danny had been 
wounded, but the wounds were 
not too serious. Larry , 
the 
friend who had accompanied 
him ov er to our camp the night 
before, was not so lucky . He 
had been driv ing, and was killed 
in the ex plosion. The mine was 
of such a heav y charge, that 
the track, (about ten tons) was 
lifted into the air, and turned 
upside down.

ICC Approves 
Railroad Merger 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion unanimously approved to­ 
day the m erger of the Pennsyl­ 
vania and New York Central 
railroads - the biggest m erger 
in UJS. history. 
But it rejected by a hairline 
6-5 vote another merger plan 
that would have created the na­ 
tion's longest railroad. 
The ICC, ordered the new 
Eastern rail giant to take over 
all operations — passenger and 
freight—of the bankrupt New 
Haven Railroad. 
The decision was made April 
6 but not disclosed until today. 
By handing down one of its 
rare m erger vetoes in an age of 
continuing 
rail consolidation, 
the ICC turned aside the bid of 
the Great Northern, Northern 
Pacific, and Chicago, Burling­ 
ton & Quincy to merge, taking 
over two sm aller railroads, into 
a 25,000-mile system stretching 
from Chicago to the West Coast. 
The Penn-Central case has 
been before the commission 
since March 9, 1962; the Great 
Northerrt case since Feb. 17, 
1961. Twelve merger casesare 
pending before the.commission, 
including the recently proposed 
m erger of the Chesapeake & 
Ohio and Norfolk & Western 
system s. 
Approval of the mergers by 
the commission on the same 
day would represent a high- 
water mark in a relentless rail­ 
road m erger trend of the past 
decade. 
Until today, the commission 
had approved 26 of 48 unifica­ 
tion proposals since 1955,deny­ 
ing but four. Others were with­ 
drawn or deferred by the rail­ 
roads involved, leaving only the 
12 pending. 
It has been 13 months since 
ICC exam iners Jerome K .Lyle 


and Henry C, Darmstadter rec­ 
ommended 
approval 
of 
the 
Penn-Central merger to the full 
commission. 
Twenty months 
have elapsed since examiner 
Robert H. Murphy endorsed the 
Northern lines case and passed 
it on to the commission. 
While other big merger cases 
remain before the ICC — such 
as the C&O-NAW proposal, or 
the fight between the Chicago & 
North Western and the Union 
Pacific for the Rock Island — 
few have generated the intense 
business world excitement of 
the Penn-Central proposal. 
Billed as the biggest corpo­ 
rate merger in UJS. business 
history, the system was envi­ 
sioned as the third leg in an 
Eastern 
railroad "trian g le" 
composed of the C&O and the 
N&W system s— themselves the 
products of m ergers of sm aller 
roads. 
Regarding the Penn-Central 
giant as too big to compete 
against on their own, the C&O 
and N&W have decided to break 
up the triangle and join forces, 
if the ICC approves. 
In prescribing merger as the 
best cure for the financial ail­ 
ments of the nation's railroads, 
the ICC has said: 
"The railroads throughout the 
nation 
today are confronted 
with both the intensification of 
external competition from other 
modes 
of transport and in­ 
creased operational costs with­ 
in 
the railroad industry it­ 
self.” 
M ergers, 
the 
commissioi 
said, hold the promise of "the 
fuller utilization of the merging 
railroads' potential for efficient 
and economic service." 
Just 50 years ago, the ICC 
counted 1,243 railroads opera­ 
ting in the United States. Today, 
fewer than 400 remain. 


Goal of 
Two 


VATICAN CITY (AP)—Pope 
Paul VI and Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko held 
a historic meeting today and 
agreed to work together for 
world peace. 
The Pope received Gromyko 
in a private audience and talked 
with him for 45 minutes. It was 
the first papal audience ever 
given a minister of a Commu­ 
nist government. 
Gromyko told a news confer­ 
ence they "agreed on the need 
to work together for peace in­ 
dependently of ideologies.” 
A brief Vatican communique 
said the meeting was "in con­ 
tinuation of the talk” the pon­ 
tiff and Gromyko had at United 
Nations headquarters in New 
York during the Pope's visit 
there last October. They had 
exchanged rem arks in a re­ 
ceiving line. 
Vatican sources said it was 
almost certain they discussed 
the Pope's visit to the U.N. and 
his repeated pleas for world 
peace. The sources said the 
Pope probably urged the Soviet 
government to use its great in­ 
fluence to ease tensions and 
seek'perm anent peace. 
The sources added that it was 
most unlikely that such ticklish 
subjects as recently worsened 
relations between the Church 
and the Communist government 
of Poland were raised. 
Gromyko 
said that 
"even 
though the visit was of a private 
character" he and the Pope had 
discussed various world prob­ 
lem s. 
The visit was a major step in 
improving the basic mood be­ 
tween the half-billion-member 
Roman Catholic Church and the 
Communist world. 
It was considered in Vatican 
circles that Gromyko’s visit 
could ease the way for a future 
papal visit behind the Iron Cur­ 
tain. 
Later Gromyko and his wife 
left for Moscow on a Soviet je t­ 
liner. 
After the audience Gromyko 
visited the Sistine Chapel to see 
the Michelangelo frescos. 
A Soviet plane stood by at 
Rome's International Airport 
to take Gromyko and his party 
back to Moscow after the papal 
audience. The foreign m inister 
and his wife visited St. Peter's 
last week, and she toured the 
Vatican Museum.

When Involved In An Accident 
Accidents happen to the best 
of drivers, and everyone in­ 
volved in a traffic accident has 
certain obligations. If able, they 
should be prepared to carryout 
these duties.

day, Superintendent of the Mis­ 
souri Highway Patrol, points out 
that a driver’s obligations when 
involved in an accident are both 
moral and legal. He said, “ Your 
primary moral duty when in­ 
volved in a mishap is to stop 
your vehicle and render care­ 
ful assistance to the injured. 
Don’t move the injured party 
unless you know what you’re 
doing. Good intentions on your 
part may result in further in­ 
jury to the victim. If someone 
is seriously hurt, call an am­ 
bulance.” 
The Patrol Superintendent also 
stated that persons involved in 
traffic accidents should notify 
the nearest police officer, sher­ 
iff, or Highway Patrol officer.

WASHINGTON — LBJ has re­ 
versed his old friend FDR on 
the 
appointment 
of judges. 
Though Lyndon has done more 
than Franklin Roosevelt to build 
a new society, he is appointing 
judges who in future years are 
almost certain to tear down that 
society. 
President Roosevelt was care­ 
ful to pick judges who, long aft­ 
er 
he was dead, would con- 
stitutionalize and protect his 
new deal reform s. Thus two of 
his early judicial appointments, 
Hugo Black and William O. 
Douglas of the supreme court, 
continue to write opinions sup­ 
porting the reform s which Roos­ 
evelt started 30 years ago. 
But Lyndon, who sat at Roose­ 
velt's feet during these forma­ 
tive years, never learned from 
FDR 
on this point. After 
he 
leaves 
office — perhaps even 
before — the men he is picking 
for the judiciary will be hacking 
down the great society he has 
built up. 
Currently, Lyndon is slated 
to appoint to the U. S. Court of 
Appeals 
in 
the District 
of 
Columbia (probably the most 
important of all the appeals 
courts) the following men: 
1. ROGER ROBB, Republican, 
attorney for Barry Goldwater, 
Bernard 
Goldfine in the Sher­ 
man Adams Vicuna coat case, 
and for Fred N. Howser, bitter 
opponent of Gov. Pat Brown, in 
California. Perhaps more im­ 
portant, Robb was picked by 
Admiral Lewis Strauss, then 
chairman of the attomic energy 
commission, to prosecute Dr. 
Robert Oppenhelmer in the most 
flagrant piece of McCarthyism 
performed by the Eisenhower 
administration. 
2. EDWARD CURRAN,a Dem­ 
ocrat, now U .S. District Judge, 
personally a delightful jurist 
who has chalked upapedestrian

Court.

Crippling Supply Of 
Scarce Bombs in Viet Nam. 
Washington, D. C.: — Since 
an arm s shortage and a paucity 
of vital spare parts have been 
authentically reported in Viet 
Nam, it must also be recorded 
that some unionists simply are 
not permitting that war to inter­ 
fere with their acquisitive in­ 
stincts. 
Arms make the man in Viet 
Nam, but in many key war ma­ 
teriel plants there appears to be 
no 
urgency to produce such 
equipment for our fighting sol­ 
diers. 
Constantly, som etim es’round 
the clock, the Pentagon labor 
relations experts get grimly 
urgent calls from their 
col­ 
leagues 
in 
the ammunition 
supply division that some strike 
or another, generally by 
ma­ 
chinists, is about to cut the flow 
of desperately needed bombs or 
grenades. 
Recently a strike crippled one 
plant which the Defense Dept, 
needs in steady production for 
helicopter cannons. 
That factory, the Chamber- 
lain Corp. installation in W ater­ 
loo, Iowa, was paralyzed for six 
days. Production of thousands of 
items was lost. 
Pentagon 
officials 
pounded 
desks and anything else in sight. 
The Waterloo plant makes the 
king of fighting equipment which 
is in especially short supply.

D river’s Responsibilities 
When Involved In An Accident 
Accidents happen to the best 
of drivers, and everyone in­ 
volved in a traffic accident has 
certain obligations, liable, they 
should be prepared to carry o u t 
these duties.

day, Superintendent of the M is­ 
souri Highway P atrol, points out 
that a d riv er’s obligations when 
involved in an accident are both 
m oral and legal. He said, “ Your 
prim ary m oral duty when in­ 
volved in a mishap is to stop 
your vehicle and render care­ 
ful assistance to the injured. 
Don’t move the injured party 
unless you know what you’re 
doing. Good intentions on your 
part may resuit in further in­ 
jury to the victim .

Turkey Hunters 


JEFFERSON CITY — For the 
first time, all areas scheduled 
to be stocked with live-trapped 
wild turkeys are completely 
stocked after one of the most 
successful 
turkey 
trapping 
seasons in the history of the 
program. 
The Conservation Department 
announced 162 birds were re­ 
leased during the winter season, 
from Oct. 8 through March 25. 
It is the largest number re­ 
leased in one season since the 
start of the turkey restoration 
program in 1954. Of the 162 
released, 45 were adult gob­ 
blers, 13 were young toms and 
104 were hens. 
Releases started last year in 
Ripley and Lewis Counties were 
completed this year and all 
releases begun this year were 
completed. 
The purpose of the program is 
to release birds in the correct 
combinations of gobblers and 
hens in favorable habitat. Even 
with the best habitat, however, 
residents of such a release 
area must cooperate to report 
on success of the releases and 
to discourage poaching. 
The releases, which amounted 
to 18 to 20 birds each, were in 
the counties of Ripley, Lewis, 
Pike, Maries, St. Charles, Lin­ 
coln and Livingston.

FREEDOM OF SPEECH 
The constitutional right un­ 
intentionally to print a false 
statement 
about a public of­ 
ficial, first enunciated in New 
York Times Co. v. Sullivan, 
involving a claim for civil dam­ 
ages, was expanded during the 
1964 term to cover criminal 
libel as well, although by the 
Court's own count, a majority 
of the States adhere to the his­ 
torical rule that even truth is 
a defense only when a libel 
is published "with good motives 
and for justifiable ends.” The 
Court overruled this historical 
rule, not because of anything 
found in the legislative history 
of the Fourteenth Amendment 
(which was not mentioned), but 
for reasons based on the Pro­ 
posed Official Draft of the Model 
Penal 
Code of the American 
Law institute. The Court failed 
to cite any provision of the 
Constitution giving the Ameri­ 
can Law Institute the power to 
amend that document. It simply 
cited a variety of interesting 
discussions from cases, law 
review articles, and 
sundry 
other material and made its 
own formulation of what the just, 
true, and beautiful looks like in 
constitutional law. Then, in typ­ 
ical fashion, it embodied such 
formulation into the Constitu­ 
tion without so much as a peek 
at the intent of the fram ers. 
In short, it exercises, in un­ 
adulterated form, a law-making 
function. 
The power of a judge to pun­ 
ish for a contempt committed 
in his presence has a certain 
sim ilarity 
to criminal libel. 
During its 1964 term , the Su­ 
preme Court reversed a $50 
fine levied by a Virginia judge 
on an attorney who used an 
affidavit charging bias (in a 
motion for a change of venue) 
as a vehicle for a personal 
attack on the judge. The Court 
disagreed with 
the 
Supreme 
Court of Appeals of Virginia 
over the intended effect of the 
language, and suggested that 
a trial should have been held 
as to whether the judge was in 
fact as biased as alleged. One 
wonders whether a visitor to the 
Supreme Court courtroom who 
raised a sign saying; "Impeach 
Earl W arren," would be entitled 
to a trial on whether the Chief 
Justice ought to be impeached 
before being convicted of con­ 
tempt. 
In another case in which the 
possibility of a double standard 
seems more than remote, the 
Court overturned a Maryland 
statute which provided for prior 
censorship of motion picture 
films intended for public view­ 
ing. It did not hold such statutes 
invalid per se, but mandated 
three "safeguards" to prevent 
what it felt were abuses in 
censorship laws; (1) The censor 
must have the burden of prov­ 
ing that the film is obscene; 
(2) any restraint on showing 
the film prior to judicial re­ 
view must be very short; and 
(3) a prompt 
judicial review 
must be assured. 
Two points are of interest in 
this case. First, the Court sug­ 
gested that a previously ap­ 
proved procedure, requiring a 
hearing one day after joinder 
of issue and a judicial decision 
two days thereafter, be used 
as a model, in order to avoid 
"the chilling effect of censor­ 
ship." Of course, promptness 
and dispatch in the legal pro­ 
cess always are desirable, but 
to expect a hearing in 24 hours 
and a decision 48 hours there­ 
after is carrying optimism to 
an extreme, even in this jet 
age. One would like to see the

torical rule that even truth is 
a defense only when a libel 
is published "with good motives 
and for justifiable ends.” The 
Court overruled this historical 
rule, not because of anything 
found in the legislative history 
of the Fourteenth Amendment 
(which was not mentioned), but 
for reasons based on the Pro­ 
posed Official Draft of the Model 
Penal 
Code of the American 
Law Institute. The Court failed 
to cite any provision of the 
Constitution giving the Ameri­ 
can Law Institute the power to 
amend that document. It simply 
cited a variety of interesting 
discussions from cases, law 
review articles, and 
sundry 
other material and made its 
own formulation of what the just, 
trut>, and beautiful looks like in 
constitutional law. Then, in typ­ 
ical fashion, it embodied such 
formulation into the Constitu­ 
tion without so much as a peek 
at the intent of the framers. 
In short, it exercises, in un­ 
adulterated form, a law-making 
function. 
The power of a judge to pun­ 
ish for a contempt committed 
in his presence has a certain 
sim ilarity 
to criminal libel. 
During its 1964 term, the Su­ 
preme Court reversed a $50 
fine levied by a Virginia judge 
on an attorney who used an 
affidavit charging blas (in a 
motion for a change of venue) 
as a vehicle for a personal 
attack on the judge, liie Court 
disagreed with the 
Supreme 
Court of Appeals of Virginia 
over the intended effect of the 
language, and suggested that 
a trial should have been held 
as to whether the judge was in 
fact as biased as alleged. One 
wonders whether a visitor to the 
Supreme Court courtroom who 
raised a sign saying: “ Impeach 
Earl Warren,” would be entitled 
to a trial on whether the Chief 
Justice ought to be impeached 
before being convicted of con­ 
tempt. 
In another case in which the 
possibility of a double standard 
seems more than remote, the 
Court overturned a Maryland 
statute which provided for prior 
censorship of motion picture 
films intended for public view­ 
ing. It did not hold such statutes 
invalid per se, but mandated 
three “ safeguards” to prevent 
what it felt were abuses in 
censorship laws: (I) The censor 
must have the burden of prov­ 
ing that the film is Obscene; 
(2) any restraint on showing 
the film prior to judicial re­ 
view must be very short; and 
(3) a prompt 
judicial review 
must be assured. 
Two points are of interest in 
this case. First, the Court sug­ 
gested that a previously ap­ 
proved procedure, requiring a 
hearing one day after joinder 
of issue and a judicial decision 
two days thereafter, be used 
as a model, in order to avoid 
“ the chilling effect of censor­ 
ship.” Of course, promptness 
and dispatch in the legal pro­ 
cess always are desirable, but 
to expect a hearing in 24 hours 
and a decision 48 hours there­ 
after is carrying optimism to 
an extreme, even in this jet 
age. One would like to see the 
U, S. Supreme Court try to 
expedite its calendar like this. 
Considering by comparison how 
long it takes to be hear<^ and 
to get a decision, in that Court, 
if the 
Maryland 
procedure 
“ chills” a litigant, by the time 
he finishes with the U. S. Su­ 
preme Court he has double 
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pneumonia. 
Second, as evidence that the 
Maryland 
censor is running 
amuck, the Court points out 
that “ the Maryland Court of 
Appeals 
has 
reversed the 
Board's disapproval in every 
reported case” (all three of 
them). One would have thought 
that all this proved was that 
the Maryland court was “ on 
the ball” and sensitive to First 
Amendment 
claims, 
thereby 
showing how well the Maryland 
statute worked. Apparently, the 
Maryland 
statute 
would have 
been overturned if the State 
court was not an effective means 
of review, and the statute was 
overturned because the State 
court reversed the censor, on 
the theory that this showed

LONDON—(NEA)—The British government runs gin mills 
on the Scottish border. It owns oil wells in Persia, and iron 
ore mines in Brazil. 
In England the government has a monopoly on railroads 
and airlines, is sole proprietor of the nation’s coal mines. 
In addition, it supplies Britons with free teeth and spectacles. 
Government monopoly will be extended to new fields under 
the Labor government, it is freely predicted. 
In the past public ownership has often come about as a 
result of blunders. That’s how the government got into the 
saloon-keeping business on the Scottish border during World 
War I. 
Absenteeism in munition plants was blamed on heavy 
drinking. In order to regulate the liquor consumption the 
government bought up the pubs, all 175 of them, plus a 
brewery at Carlisle, and it has been running the saloons ever 
since. 
However, there is nothing haphazard about the govern­ 
ment’s intention to extend government ownership. As a 
starter, the government plans to set up a giant holding com­ 
pany with powers to buy up privately owned enterprises. 
The Industrial Reorganization Corporation (IRC) is the 
title given to the new agency, and it will be empowered to 
organize new industries, as well as to force mergers between 
existing ones. To accomplish its purpose, it will have huge 
sums of capital at its disposal, and will be free to borrow 
more in the market. 
Early candidates for government takeover if the 


scheme goes through are the machine tool, computer and 
airframe industries. 
Ostensible aims of IRC are to modernize British industry, 
and thus to equip firms to meet foreign competition in the 
world market. But its critics claim that IRC is really “social­ 
ism by stealth.” 
“This is just a cynical move for taking over private enter­ 
prise without having to face parliamentary battles over 
specific nationalization measures.” says Aims of Industry, a 
free enterprise group.

and blockade it rather than sack 
the place. 
The closing of the center was 
agreed on after long talks be­ 
tween Soviet officials and repre­ 
sentatives of the student's front.

Restoration of Rent 
Subsidy Sought 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Ad. 
ministration forces plan an all. 
out push on the Senate floor to. 
day to restore funds for a con­ 
troversial rent subsidy pro. 
gram. 
Democratic 
leaders 
were 
stung by a surprise 15*12 ap. 
proprlatlons 
committee vote 
Monday to eliminate the $12 
million rent allotment from a 
supplemental money bill. They 
worked feverishly In advance of 
the floor showdown to nail down 
the needed votes. 
And they had substantial help 
from the White House. Presi­ 
dent Johnson repeatedly has 
endorsed the rent supplement 
plan as a key weapon In the bat* 
tie to provide decent housing for 
low income & milles. 
Under the plan, the federal 
government would pay the dif. 
ference between 25 per cent of a 
family's Income and the rent for 
adequate housing in projects 
built and operated by nonprofit 
organizations. None of the sub. 
sidles would go to individual, 
private landlords. 
In passing the omnibus 1965 
housing bill, the Senate defeated 


47 to 40 a Republican move to 
kill the rent subsidy authoriza­ 
tion. Later senators voted 45 to 
37 to keep In an appropriatins 
bill a $12 million Item for the 
rent sublsidies. But the House 
balked and the funds were 
dropped at that time. 
This year, in acting on the 
measure before the Senate to­ 
day, the House supported the 
new program. It turned down, 
198 to 190, a GOP move to kill 
the subsidies. 
As approved by the Senate 
Appropriations Committee, the 
bill contains $2.8 billion in doz­ 
ens of allotments to tide various 
government agencies over for 
the rest of the fiscal year ending 
June 30. 
Senate 
Democratic Leader 
Mike Manefield said he hopes 
action on the bill could be com- 
pleted today. 
Johnson sought the $30 million 
authorized by the 1965 housing 
bill and some big city senators 
wanted to try to restore the en­ 
tire $30 million today. But it ap. 
peared 
likely administration 
strategy would be to settle for 
the House figure of $12 million. 


Soviet Culture Center 
In Indonesia Closes 


JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP) — 
The Soviet Cultural Center in 
Jakarta closed Its doors today 
In the face of student pressure 
protesting a Lenin exhibit. 
Armed students who had been 
blockading the two-story build- 
lng since l\iesday were with- 
drawn. About 30 youths from 
Kami, the university students* 
action front, had surrounded the 
building to keep Indonesians 
from seeing the exhibit honoring . 
Lenin, the father of Soviet com. 
munism. 
The 
government 
withdrew 
troops who had been sent to 
guard the building after Irate 
students had threatened to at- 
tack the center. 
A student delegation told So- 
viet officials at the center Non- 
day that movies and displays on 
Lenin must be stopped within 12 
hours or they would attack the 
center. Students said they had 
no objection to the center hold. 
ing technological or scientific 
displays, but they would not 
permit displays on communism. 
The director of the center re. 
fused to yield to the student ulti­ 
matum . The next day the youths 


said they would respect the dip. 
lomatlc immunity of the center 
and blockade it rather than sack 
the place. 
The closing of the center was 
agreed on after long talks be- 
tween Soviet official sand repre­ 
sentatives of the student's front. 
The student action appeared to 
be a manifestation of the goner- 
a1 anti. communism that has 
been 
rampant since the at- 
- tempted Communist coup last 
October rather than a demon­ 
stration of anti*Soviet feeling. 
In another demonstration of 
anticommunist feeling, Indone­ 
sians of Chinese descent seized 
the Red Chinese consulate in 
Surabaja, 
East 
Java's chief 
port, the official Antara news 
agency 
reported. Indonesian 
Chinese sacked the Red Chinese 
Embassy in Jakarta April 15, 
and student sources said univer­ 
sity students may take over the 
embassy and make it their 
headquarters. 
They 
already 
have occupied the Chinese con­ 
sulate here which had been de­ 
serted since a student mob 
sacked It some weeks ago. 


Bartenders Will Help 
Problem Drinkers 


DETROIT (AP) — The men 
who pour the drinks are going to 
try to help the men who can't 
handle them. 
John Marra, a business agent 
for Detroit Bartenders Union 
Local 562, was elected Tuesday 
to the Sobriety House board of 
directors. 
“ I'm a drinking man," Marra 
said. "W e're not drys. We want 
to help these people who for one 
reason or another can't handle 
liquor. I expect a lot of people in 
our industry will want to help." 
Sobriety House is a nonde­ 
nominational facility to provide 
a home-like haven for the home­ 
less alcoholic, 
who has 
lost 
money, friends, food, shelter, 
and often cannot support him­ 
self. The alcoholics who seek 
shelter are fed, given a clean 
bed and respectable, donated 
clothing. Medical treatment is 
arranged if needed, and they 
are encouraged to join Alcohol­ 
ics Anonymous. 
The facility las accommoda­ 


tions for 15 men. 
A spokesman for the two- 
yea r*old home said "about 400 
men have been helped. We know 
that 200 of them have not had a 
drink since, have gone back to 
their homes and Ca milles, and 
returned to work." 
The facility is supported by 
donations and fund-raising ac­ 
tivities. 
The union agent, who spent 20 
years as a bartender, said, 
"bartenders are sympathetic. 
They are among the first to rec­ 
ognize the symptoms of the al­ 
coholic. 
"Bartenders have seen top 
executives —and other bartend­ 
ers, for that matter — drink 
themselves out of jobs. Drinking 
can be fun and offers relaxation 
if it is handled right. However, 
alcoholics can't handle even a 
single drink. They often need 
help and we want to help 
them," Marra said.

Madcap is an annual

hock; w ill bloom in early fall 
from spring-sown seeds. 


A new annual hollyhock called 
Madcap will present you with 
flowers in a hurry — in early 
autumn from seeds sown in early 
spring. 
The blooms of Madcap may 
be single or semi-double, any one 
of a wide variety of colors, and 
have prettily fringed or ruffled 
petal-edges. 
If you want this hollyhock in- 
your garden this year, first buy 
the seeds. Then, as soon as soil 
is workable, plant seeds thinly 
in a row in well-prepared, fine 
soil. It will take 2 to 3 wreeks for 
the seeds to sprout. 
As soon as the young plants 
are an inch or two high, trans­ 
plant them. Do not delay — 
hollyhocks grow long tap roots 
and the longer they grow the 
harder it is to move the plants 
without injuring the roots. 
As you know', hollyhocks are 
tall-growing plants, so select 
the spot you wish them to bloom 
with regard to their height. Set 
the seedlings at least 20 inches 
and better 2 feet apart. 
Water every day for the first 
few- days and shade the plants 
from the sun. Gradually lengthen 
the time between waterings un­ 
til rainfall will take care of 
all needs. 
A little fertilizer once a month 
will help the plants produce 
plentiful, rosette-form flowers.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
auto industry’s declaration it 
now favors the federal govern­ 
ment having the final say in 
setting safety standards has 
met with skepticism from some 
congressmen. 
This became apparent Tues­ 
day as industry 
spokesman 
John S. Bugas outlined the in­ 
dustry’s position to an all-day 
hearing by the House Com­ 
merce Committee. 
The committee resumes its 
hearings today with testimony 
from Teamsters Union Presi­ 
dent 
James R, Hoffct, and 
spokesmen for the national tire 
dealers, the Insurance Institute 
and legal and medical groups. 
Bugas made these points: 
1. The industry and states 
should work together with the 
federal government to formu­ 
late broad auto safety stand­ 
ards, covering such things as 
brake performance, visibility 
and safety to passengers. 
2. Congress should set guide­ 
lines, specifying the standards 
be considered in light of cost 
versus potential benefit, com- 
patability of the safety stan­ 
dards with engineering factors 
and length of installation time. 
3. The secretary of commerce 
would have the power to accept 
or reject standards formulated 
by industry or the states and to 
issue mandatory, binding stand­ 
ards applicable to all new UJS. 
cars. 
"When we’re talking about 
federal standards," Bugas said, 
“we’re talking about broad con­ 
cepts, 
major 
safety charac­ 
teristics that tell what perfor­ 
mance a car shall meet, rather 
than how these are met.’’ 


The auto 
spokesman then 
turned 
to 
the 
question of 
congressional guidelines. 
“ That 
sounds good but it 
doesn’t say a whole lot," Rep. J, 
J . Pickle, D-Tex., told Bugas, a 
Ford Motor Co. vice president, 
and representatives of the other 
three major UJS. manufactur­ 
ers. 
“ We have not put down lan­ 
guage in detail,” replied Bugas. 
“ We 
have 
introduced con­ 
cepts." 
He promised the committee 
that the auto makers would sub­ 
mit language covering their 
proposals for consideration. In 
essence, the industry statement 
brought it close to the adminis­ 
tration’s viewpoint. 
“ Have you caved in?" asked 
Rep. Samuel L. Devine, R-Ohio. 
Bugas said the industry had 
merely reconsidered some ob­ 
jections that had been raised. 
“ I’m a little confused," said 
Rep. Torbert H. MacDonald, D- 
Mass. “ You took a completely 
different point of view in the 
Senate." 
“ It is not a completely differ- 
erent 
approach," 
Bugas in- 
s isted. 
He said the industry’s position 
before Senate committees was 
that the federal government and 
states should work together in 
the Vehicle Equipment Safety 
Commission, 
a 
compact to 
which 44 states belong, while 
the auto makers collaborated to

standards. 
Critics who charged this was 
a stall “ may have had some 
m erit," Bugas said, noting that 
this approach would have re­ 
quired approval by 50 state leg- 
Question Mark on 
Sanctuary Meaning

WASHINGTON (AP) — TTie 
State Department says “there is 
no sanctuary" in the Viet Nam 
war. 
Does this mean that, if Red 
Chinese 
planes 
attack UJ5. 
planes or forces in Viet Nam 
and then flee back to “ sanctu­ 
ary" in their homeland,Ameri­ 
can planes will pursue them and 
bomb them in Red China? 
Maybe. But until 
this 
is 
spelled out further in words or 
deeds, what the State Depart­ 
ment said will have to carry a 
question mark behind it. 
It is now one war and 15 years 
later than the Korean war in 
which the American policy was 
not to do any fighting in or over 
Red 
China 
even though the 
Chinese invaded Korea mas­ 
sively under the label of “ volun­ 
teers." 
It 
was this 
policy which 
brought on the historic clash in 
1951 between President Harry 
S. Truman, who wanted to avoid 
direct war with Red China, and 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, who 
wanted to bomb it. Truman 
fired him finally. 
In a basic sense Truman’s 
position was similar to Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s today. 
Truman was determined to 
resist North Korean Communist 
aggression against South Korea 
but if possible to limit the war 
to Korea since enlargement, 
through the involvement of Red 
China, might lead to World War 
III. 
Johnson has been determined 
to resist the aggression of the 
Viet Cong and the North Viet­ 
namese 
Communists against 
South Viet Nam while trying to 
limit the war to Viet Nam and 
hoping to avoid tangling with 
Red China. 
In Truman’s case the “ sanc­ 
tuary" 
of 
Red 
China was 
preserved and later a truce 
achieved, even though the Red 


Chinese were up to their necks 
in Korea. 
For the past 10 days the air 
war over North Viet Nam has 
been expanding dramatically, 
with UJS. fighter planes in a 
series of dogfights with Soviet- 
designed MIG21s. 
Robert 
J. McCloskey, the 
State Department press officer, 
was asked Tuesday if the Red 
planes had come into North Viet 
Nam from Chinese bases. He 
said “we have no information 
which would lead to such a con­ 
clusion." 
But explaining that he was 
repeating a position stated bj 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk ii 
the past, McCloskey said about 
the possibility the MIGs came 
from Red China: “ There is no 
sanctuary" in the Viet Nam 
war. 
Then, however, he dclined to 
say whether the “no sanctuary" 
policy means American planes 
may chase enemy jets into 
Communist China if the Red 
craft flee across the frontier. 
Until he is willing to say 
whether that’s what it means, 
then what meaning does “no 
sanctuary" have at all, unless 
it’s meant to make the Chinese 
think twice as of now they don’t 
know what Rusk has in mind? 
It was last July 11 that Rusk 
said North Viet Nam’s support­ 
ers “ must take fully into ac­ 
count” that in the Viet Nam war 
“ the idea of sanctuary is dead." 
At 
that 
time 
other UJS. 
sources said Red China had 
been told those who might join 
in an attack on South Viet Nam 
could not expect immunity from 
reprisal. 


At least saying there is no 
sanctuary in this war is further 
than the UJ>. government was 
willing to go in the Korean war. 
But then the United States was 
far less equipped for a big war 
than now. 


islatures. “ There’s no delay 
conceivable in this," he said of 
the revised approach in which 
the safety commission would 
play a consulting role.

show you a better way to do it.” 
One of the industry’s most 
severe critics, Sen. Abraham A. 
Ribicoff, D-Conn., greeted the 
industry testimony with a state­ 
ment that “ the industry retreat 
is more tactical than real" and 
that the auto makers still fa­ 
vored “ federal safety standards 
set not by the federal govern­ 
ment but by the industry and 
the states." 
Bugas 
promptly 
issued a 
statement noting that “our pro­ 
posals for cooperation with in­ 
dustry and the states do not 
mean that the secretary would 
be bound by their recommenda­ 
tions.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — North 
Viet Nam may be risking its 
key military air fields in the 
Hanoi-Haiphong area by send­ 
ing its MIG jets to duel with 
UJS. raiders. 
So far the United States has 
refrained from hitting three air 
bases which are home to about 
75 North Vietnamese MIG jet 
fighters and IL28 bombers. 
The UJS. Air Force has want­ 
ed to strike at these bases and 
the planes on them. 
But decision-making officials 
have been reluctant to approve 
any such operation until and 
unless the Communist jets be­ 
come troublesome. 
A rash of dogfights since late 
last week suggest that point 
may be approaching, although 
UJS. officials are not yet certain 
whether the pattern will contin­ 
ue. They are watching to see if 
the Communist jets come up 
again. 
High military authorities have 
said they are confident that the 
MIG fields can be taken out by 
UJS. bombers over a short peri­ 
od of assault. 
This could be a job for B52 
bombers which so tor have not 
been committed in North Viet 


sive raid aimed at blocking an 
important pass. 
The jet fields fell clearly in 
the realm of military targets. 
Officials are convinced there 
was nothing accidental about 
the MIG sorties in the vicinity 
of U 5, raiding planes over the 
past several days.

Hollyhock In 
Hurry 
Congressmen Skeptical of 
Auto Industry Position

from spring-sown seeds. 


A new annual hollyhock called 
Madcap will present you with 
flowers In a hurry — in early 
autumn from seeds sown in early 
spring. 
The blooms of Madcap may 
be single or semi-double, any one 
of a wide variety of colors, and 
have prettily fringed or ruffled 
petal-edges. 
If you want this hollyhock in 
your garden this year, first buy 
the seeds. Then, as soon as sol) 
is workable, plant seeds thinly 
in a row in well prepared, fine 
soil. It will take 2 to 3 weeks for 
the seeds to sprout. 
As soon as the young plants 
are an inch or two high, trans­ 
plant them. Do not delay 
hollyhocks grow long tap roots 
and the longer they grow the 
harder it is to move the plants 
without injuring the roots. 
As you know, hollyhocks are 
tall-growing 
plants, 
so select 
the spot you wish them to bloom 
with regard to their height. Set 
the seedlings at least 20 inches 
and better 2 feet apart. 
W ater every day for the first 
few days and shade the plants 
from the sun.

John S. Bugas outlined the in­ 
dustry’s position to an all-day 
hearing by the House Com­ 
merce Committee. 
The committee resum es its 
hearings today with testimony 
from Team sters Union Presi­ 
dent 
Jam es 
R. 
Hoffe, 
and 
spokesmen for the national tire 
dealers, the Insurance Institute 
and legal and medical groups. 
Bugas made these points: 
1. The industry and states 
should work together with the 
federal government to formu­ 
late broad auto safety stand­ 
ards, covering such things as 
brake performance, visibility 
and safety to passengers. 
2. Congress should set guide­ 
lines, specifying the standards 
be considered in light of cost 
versus potential benefit, com- 
patability of the safety stan­ 
dards with engineering factors 
and length of installation time. 
3. The secretary of commerce 
would have the power to accept 
or reject standards formulated 
by industry or the states and to 
issue mandatory, binding stand­ 
ards applicable to all new UJ5. 
cars. 
**When we’re talking about 
federal standards,” Bugas said, 
“ we’re talking about broad con­ 
cepts, 
major 
safety charac­ 
teristics that tell what perfor- 
- ma nee a car shall meet, rather 
than how these are met.” 


The auto 
spokesman 
then 
turned 
to 
the 
question 
of 
congressional guidelines. 
“ That 
sounds good but it 
doesn’t say a whole lot,” Rep. J . 
J. Pickle, D-Tex., told Bugas,a 
Ford Motor Co. vice president, 
and representatives of the other 
three major UJS. manufactur­ 
e rs. 
“ We have not put down lan­ 
guage in detail,” replied Bugas. 
“ We 
have 
introduced con­ 
cepts.” 
He promised the committee 
that the auto makers would sub­ 
mit 
language covering their 
proposals for consideration. In 
essence, the industry statement 
brought it close to the adminis­ 
tration's viewpoint. 
“ Have you caved in?" asked 
Rep. Samuel L . Devine, R-Ohlo. 
Bugas said the industry had 
merely reconsidered some ob­ 
jections that had been raised. 
“ I’m a little confused,” said 
Rep. Torbert H. MacDonald, D- 
Mass. “ You took a completely 
different point of view in the 
Senate.” 
“ It is not a completely differ- 
erent 
approach,” 
Bugas in- 
s isted. 
He said the Industry's position 
before Senate committees was 
that the federal government and 
states should work together in 
the Vehicle Equipment Safety 
Commission, 
a 
compact to 
which 44 states belong, while 
the auto makers collaborated to 
develop 
industrywide 
safety 
standards. 
Critics who charged this was 
a stall “ may have had some 
m erit,” Bugas said, noting that 
this approach would have re­ 
quired approval by 50 state leg­ 


islatures. “ There’s no delay 
conceivable in this,” he said of 
the revised approach in which 
the safety commission would 
play a consulting rede. 
He said the industry felt that 
having the secretary of com­ 
merce as “ the ultimate author­ 
ity” would be “ welcome for the 
purposes of uniformity.”

State Department says “ there is 
no sanctuary” in the Viet Nam 
war. 
Does this mean that, if Red 
Chinese 
planes 
attack UJ5. 
planes or forces in Viet Nam 
and then flee back to “ sanctu­ 
ary” in their homeland, A m eri- 
can planes will pursue them and 
bomb them in Red China? 
Maybe. 
But 
until 
this 
is 
spelled out further in words or 
deeds, what the State Depart­ 
ment said will have to carry a 
question mark behind it. 
It is now one war and 15 years 
later than the Korean war in 
which the American policy was 
not to do any fighting in or over 
Red 
China 
even though the 
Chinese invaded Korea mas­ 
sively under the label of “ volun­ 
teers.” 
It 
was 
this 
policy 
which 
brought on the historic clash in 
1951 between President Harry 
S. Truman, who wanted to avoid 
direct war with Red China, and 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, who 
wanted to bomb it. Truman 
fired him finally. 
In a basic sense Truman’s 
position was sim ilar to P resi­ 
dent Johnson's today. 
Truman was determined to 
resist North Korean Communist 
aggression against South Korea 
but if possible to limit the war 
to Korea since enlargement, 
through the involvement of Red 
China, might lead to World War 
in. 
Johnson has been determined 
to resist the aggression of the 
Viet Cong and the North Viet­ 
namese 
Communists against 
South Viet Nam while trying to 
limit die war to Viet Nam and 
hoping to avoid tangling with 
Red China. 
In Truman’s case the “ sanc­ 
tuary” 
of 
Red 
China was 
preserved and later a truce 
achieved, even though the Red 


Chinese were up to their necks 
in Korea. 
For the past IO days the air 
war over North Viet Nam has 
been expanding dramatically, 
with I JS. fighter {danes in a 
series of dogfights with Soviet- 
designed MIG21s. 
Robert 
J . 
McCloskey, the 
State Department press officer, 
was asked Tuesday if the Red 
planes had come into North Viet 
Nam from Chinese bases. He 
said “we have no information 
which would lead to such a con­ 
clusion.” 
But explaining that he was 
repeating a position stated bj 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk ii 
the past, McCloskey said about 
the possibility the MIGS came 
from Red China: “ There is no 
sanctuary” in the Viet Nam 
war. 
Then, however, he dcllned to 
say whether the “ no sanctuary" 
policy means American planes 
may 
chase enemy jets into 
Communist China if the Red 
craft flee across the frontier. 
Until he is willing to say 
whether that's what it means, 
then what meaning does “ no 
sanctuary” have at all, unless 
it’s meant to make the Chinese 
think twice as of now they don’t 
know what Rusk has in mind? 
It was last July ll that Rusk 
said North Viet Nam’s support­ 
e rs “ must take fully into ac­ 
count” that in the Viet Nam war 
“ tile idea of sanctuary is dead.”

sources said Red China had 
been told those who might join 
in an attack on South Viet Nam 
could not expect immunity from 
reprisal. 


At least saying there is no 
sanctuary in this war is further 
than the UJS. government was 
willing to go in the Korean war.

WHEN TO CALL A DOCTOR 
Most of us are faced with 
the vexing problem, from time 
to time, of whether to call a 
doctor. The American Medical 
Association (AMA; offers some 
clues that may be of help in 
deciding: 
If the sick person is suffering 
acute, persistent pain the doctor 
should be called at once. 
When a minor symptom per­ 
sists for more than a few days, 
and does not seem to be due to 
some readily Identifiable cause, 
a call to the doctor is in order. 
The AMA notes, “ A nose bleed 
from a sharp blow is one thing; 
a nose that bleeds constantly or 
frequently for no apparent rea­ 
son is quite a different matter.” 
When a symptom recurs re­ 
peatedly for no readily appar­ 
ent cause, a visit to the doctor 
is recommended. 
When the victim of an accident 
falls 
unconscious, or when 
bleeding is severe, or when 
there are signs of shock, or 
when there is persistent, severe 
vomiting -- call a doctor at 
once. 
DOCTORS REDUCE 
ABORTION RATE 
British physician Dr. Aviva 
Wiseman, who heads one of her 
nation’s largest family planning 
clinics at Slough, England, told 
a recent meeting of the Canadian 
College of General Practice that 
oral contraceptives have sig­ 
nificantly reduced the number 
of abortions in England and 
Australia. 
The doctor told of a colleague 
who practices in South London 
where “ unwanted pregnancies 
and abortions were high.” In an 
effort to reduce unwanted preg­ 
nancies and abortions, the phy­ 
sician began to prescribe “ the 
pill” for women who had had 
abortions or who might seek one 
if they became pregnant again. 
“ Now in a sort of 'Abortions 
Ananymous’ sisterhood,” said 
Dr. 
Wiseman, “ other women 
request ‘the pill,’ and septic 
abortion has 
been virtually 
wiped out in this practice.” 
In two hospitals in Sydney, 
Australia, the number of septic 
abortions fell from 452 in 1960 
to 138 in 1964 as a result of 
the introduction of “ the pill,” 
Dr. Wiseman reported. 
SPECIAL VITAMINS 
CUT TOOTH DECAY 
Families 
living In commu­ 
nities that do not have a fluori­ 
dated water supply may now 
protect their children’s teeth 
by giving the youngsters daily 
doses of a vitamin-fluoride 
combination. This is the good 
news reported by three Indiana 
University School of Dentistry 
scientists who studied the effect 
of the new combination of 218 
children who took it for three 
years. These were compared to 
an equal number who took the 
vitamin 
alone, 
without the 
fluoride, and here is what the 
doctors found: In the first group 
there was a reduction of dental 
caires (decay) of 63 percent in 
first teeth, and of 43 percent 
in permanent teeth. 
The doctors wrote in a recent 
Issue of the Journal of Den­ 
tistry for Children that the 
fluoride-vitamins “ appear to 
provide an effective and practi­ 
cal 
method 
of 
supplying 
fluoride.” 
The U.S. Public Health Ser­ 
vice estimates that almost 65 
percent of the population live 
either 
outside central water 
supplies or in communities that 
do not fluoridate their water. 
The maximum lienefit from 
this method of getting fluorides 
is derived when it Is given from 
birth through eight or ten years 
of age, the doctors noted. How­

teeth after only 16 months of

Misrepresentation, Distorted Half-Truths, Misstatements 
Fact Threaten Cotton Research, Promotion Effort

The cotton research and pro­ 
motion bill got the green light 
from the House Rules Commit­ 
tee yesterday. It will come to 
the floor of the House for action 
tomorrow with a two-hour rule, 
which means that debate will be 
limited to two hours. 
The bill is developing con­ 
siderable 
opposition, largely 
sponsored by the American 
Farm Bureau Federation. Much 
Is engendered by pure, unadul­ 
terated 
misrepresentation of 
the facts and distortion of the 
truth. 
Many 
have 
accepted these 
misrepresentations as truth and 
have formed opinions on that 
basis. 
There is the charge that the 
program will be imposed on 
the farmers against their will. 
The truth is that they must ap­ 


prove it by a two-thirds vote 
before it becomes effective. 
There Is the charge that It 
is a mandatory problem. The 
truth is that any farmer who 
does not want to participate can 
have his money refunded within 
60 days of the time he makes 
application for it. 
There is the charge that it 
provides the Secretary of Ag­ 
riculture with a slush fund to 
spend as he wills. The truth 
is that he is to appoint 
a 
producer board to handle the 
details of the referendum and 
the points of collection of the 
money if the plan is voted by 
the 
farmers. 
These 
board 
members would be nominated 
by producer groups such as 
the Delta Council, the Agri­ 
cultural Council of Arkansas 
and the Missouri Cotton Pro­ 


ducers Association, with rep­ 
resentatives from each cotton 
state. 
This same board also would 
have the authority to select a 
producer group, such as the 
Cotton 
Producers 
Institute, 
which represents all states ac­ 
cording to the amount of cot­ 
ton grown, which would de­ 
velop the research and promo­ 
tional programs under a con­ 
tract with the first board. The 
determination of these pro­ 
grams would be with this group, 
not the original board or the 
Secretary of Agriculture. 
It is a producer program, 
to be operated by producers, 
controlled by producers under 
a federal enabling act which 
will replace the voluntary pro­ 
gram which has worked to a 
degree, but which has been 
chopped up by competition be­ 
tween collection agencies. 


China Full of Contrived 
Hatred of Americans

— What 
chance is there for friendlier 
relations between the United 
States and Communist China? 
This 
uncensored 
dispatcli, 
brought out of China by the 
British Novelist Frank Tuohy, 
gives a hint in its disclosure 
of the way Americans are de­ 
picted there. Since U. S, re­ 
porters are not admitted to 
China, The Associated Press 
asked Tuohy to report on his 
findings 
in this 
and other 
articles to appear later.

PEKING A P. — Signs of anti- 
American feeling are every­ 
where in China. Yet I feel there 
is something fishy about it all. 
If the Americans did not exist, 
the Central Committee of the 
Communist party would have 
to invent them. 
Take the following scene, for 
example; 
An old man is lying on the 
ground, and an officer with a 
stock-whip is flogging him. A 
young woman dashes forward to 
help, but is seized by two sol­ 
diers. The officer turns with a 
fiendish snarl and snatches her 
baby from her. The woman 
breaks free, but two more sol­ 
diers cross their rifles with 
fixed bayonets in front of her. 
The officer taunts her. Raising 
the child, he hurls it down on 
to the crossed boyonets. The 
woman shrieks. Grinning, the 
officer draws a revolver and 
shoots her on the spot. 
The officer is American, the 


mother and baby Vietnamese. 
This gruesome scene starts off 
the Chinese film “Victory is 
Just Ahead,” which I saw in 
Canton. The American officer, 
called J. Watson, Is played by a 
Chinese with a false nose. 
Why do Americans have to be 
presented like this? 
There are several reasons. 
First, the Chinese believe that 
they 
have 
been especially 
marked out 
for American de­ 
testation since 1949. One of the 
“ remolded 
capitalists” 
of 
Shanghai, used to turning on 
his opinions for foreigners, was 
quite definite about it; “ The 
Americans have bullied us too 
much. We are determined to see 
this through. The Americans 
have always been dead against 
China. In 1950 they bombed 
plants in Shanghai and have 
made more than 400 intrusions. 
Why should we Chinese have 
aggressive designs on other 
countries when there is so much 
to be one here? 
Further embellishments are 
added to this general picture 
every day. China’s sudden loss 
of friends in Ghana and In­ 
donesia is due to CIA plotting; 
all American moves for peace 
in Viet Nam are a hoax. 
Secondly, in spite of diplo­ 
matic 
setbacks, China still 
wishes to 
appear the leader 
of 
revolutionary movements 
against imperialism and neo­ 
colonialism all over the world. 
The breakdown of the relation­ 
ship with Cuba is still a trau­ 
matic experience which has not 


been adjusted to. 
Deprived of the Cubans, China 
looks elsewhere for oppressed 
peoples to lead. Flagged maps 
of the United States shows spots 
of “student worker” protest 
as though these were Chinese 
outposts in a battle. 


My objection that many of the 
protesting American students 
were Christians and pacifists 
were brushed aside. 
Thirdly, the Americans play 
an important role in the thought 
of Chairman Mao Tse-tung. Ac­ 
cording to Marx and Lenin, 
two become one; thesis and 
antithesis become 
synthesis. 
According to Chairman Mao, 
the greatest revisionist of them 
all, however, “one becomes 
two” ; any one situation always 
contains two opposites, a con­ 
tradiction, and there is no syn­ 
thesis. 
“ The struggle of op­ 
posites is ceaseless.” 
Thus there will always be a 
struggle between the party and 
the reactionaries. This struggle 
will never be transformed, and 
communism may be postponed 
forever. 
Thus the devil will always be 
with us and, at present at any 
rate, the Americans fit the 
role better than anyone else. 
Why? Because they are the 
most powerful nation in the 
world, they are unrepentantly 
capitalist, their military bases 
still encircle China; and in Viet 
Nam they are fighting an anti- 
people’s 
war, without over­ 
whelming success.

DOCTORS RED UCE 
ABORTION RATE 
British physician Dr. A viva 
Wiseman, who heads one of her 
nation's largest fam ily planning 
clinics at Slough, England, told 
a recent meeting of the Canadian 
College of General Practice that 
oral contraceptives have sig­ 
nificantly reduced the number 
of abortions In England and 
Australia. 
The doctor told of a colleague 
who practices In South London 
where “ unwanted pregnancies 
and abortions were high."

The woman 
breaks free, but two more sol­ 
diers cross their rifles with 
fixed bayonets in front of tier. 
The officer taunts her. Raising 
the child, he hurls it down on 
to the crossed boyonets. The 
woman shrieks. Grinning, the 
officer draws a revolver and 
shoots her on the spot. 
The officer is American, the 


mother and baby Vietnamese. 
This gruesome scene starts off 
the Chinese film ‘‘Victory is 
Ju st Ahead," which I saw in 
Canton. The American officer, 
called J . Watson, is played by a 
Chinese with a false nose. 
Why do Americans have to be 
presented like this? 
Tile re are several reasons. 
F irst, the Chinese believe that 
they 
have 
been 
especially 
marked out 
for American de­ 
testation since 1949, One of the 
"rem olded 
capitalists" 
of 
Shanghai, used to turning on 
his opinions for foreigners, was 
quite definite about it: "The 
Americans have bullied us too 
much. We are deter mined to see 
this through. The Americans 
have always been dead against 
China. In 1950 they bombed 
plants bi Shanghai and have 
made more than 400 intrusions. 
Why should we Chinese have 
aggressive designs on other 
countries when there is so much 
to be one here? 
Further embellishments are 
added to this general picture 
every day. China's sudden loss 
of friends in Ghana and In­ 
donesia is due to CIA plotting; 
all American moves for peace 
in Viet Nam are a hoax. 
Secondly, 
in spite of diplo­ 
matic 
setbacks, China still 
wishes to 
appear the leader 
of 
revolutionary movements 
against im perialism and neo­ 
colonialism all over the world. 
Tile breakdown of the relation­ 
ship with Cuba is s till a trau­ 
matic experience which has not 


been adjusted to. 
Deprived of the Cubans, China 
looks elsewhere for oppressed 
peoples to lead.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Mine 
workers* representatives vote 
today on a contract agreement 
aimed at ending a strike involv­ 
ing more than half the nation's 
100,000 
soft coal 
m iners. 
Sources predict approval. 
The contract reportedly gives 
all m iners a raise of $1 or more 
in daily pay, retroactive to April 
I. This would be slightly in ex­ 
cess of the administration's 3.2 
per cent wage guidelines. 
An estimated 23,000 miners 
were awaiting approval of the 
contract by the 200-mernber na­ 
tional policy committee of the 
United Mine Workers before 
returning to work. 
As many as 60,000 miners 
were off the job during the two- 
week walkout, the industry's 
largest in 15 years. Thousands 
of them heeded a hack-to-work 
plea from union officials and 
returned to th# pits pending a 
final agreem ent. 
Contract term s were worked 
out last weekend by union Pres­ 
ident W. A. (Tony) Boyle and 
Edward G. Fox, president of the 
Bituminous Coal Operators As­ 
sociation. 
D irectors of the association 
ratified the agreement Monday. 
Tuesday, the Southern Coal Pro­ 
ducers Association took sim ilar 
action. Companies belonging to 
the two associations employ 
about 80,000 miners. 
The strike began April l l , 
three days after the union and 
three major Independent pro­ 
ducers signed a contract calling 
for an Immediate wage hike of 
$1.32 a day for top - rated min­ 
ers, increasing their daily rate 
increasing their <iaily rate to 
$30. 
The top-rated workers — op­ 
erators of continuous mining 


machines and inside electrici­ 
ans and mechanics — make up 
about IO per cent of the indus­ 
t r y 's work force. 
The contract with the three 
independent 
producers 
also 
gave the top-rated m iners an­ 
other $1 per day wage Increase 
next April I. And it gave the 
estim ated 90,000 m iners not in 
the top-rated category a $1 per 
day raise effective next April I. 
This would place the basic daily 
salary of the 90,000 m iners at 
$27.25. 
The major difference between 
this contract and the one ac­ 
cepted this week by the two as­ 
sociations 
reportedly Is the 
clause giving all m iners an in­ 
crease of at least $1 per day 
retroactive to April I. 
It was reported the contract 
up for a vote today also retains 
the eight laid holidays and the 
revised vacation pay schedule 
included in the pact with Die 
Independent operators. 
And it reportedly contains one 
key revision sought by m iners 
— a clause saying a helper must 
rem ain within sight or hearing 
of an operator of a continuous 
mining machine. Previous con­ 
tracts said Hie helper must re­ 
main 
"within 
the 
working 
place." 
In 1964, the union won a wage 
Increase of $1 per day per year 
for two years, plus added fringe 
benefits. Some 10,000 m iners 
staged wildcat strikes after the 
1964 contract was signed, pro­ 
testing that fringe benefits were 
far short of those enjoyed by 
workers in other industries. 
In staging the current strike, 
m iners contended their contract 
expired when the union signed 
the agreement with the three 
independents.

Cong Kills or 
Abducts 4,000 Officials 


SAIGON (AP)—Viet Cong te r­ 
rorists have killed or abducted 
more titan 4,000 Vietnamese 
government officials In the past 
two years, authorities said to­ 
day. 
Red agents have been strik­ 
ing mainly at the countryside, 
decimating local leadership and 
paralyzing administration. 
"Many villages today are vir­ 
tually depopulated of their oat- 
ural le a d e rs," one official re­ 
port said. "T heir loss to Viet 
Nam is inestimable and will 
take a generation or more to 
replace." 
Hie total of officials killed or 
abducted from the start of 1964 
is 4,338. 
Incomplete estimates of the 
non-offlc tai victi ms of Viet Cong 
te rro r in 1965 are 11,086 per­ 
sons —-killed, wounded or kid­ 
naped. 
According to captured Viet 
Cong directives, three • man 
"special activities cells" lave 
been instructed to strike partic­ 
ularly at officials. 
The effort to disrupt organized 
adm inistrative life of rural Viet 
Nam was accompanied by the 
growth of urban terror. 
T errorist acts in the Saigon- 
Cholon metropolitan area grew 
from 14 in 1962 to 103 In 1965. 
The capital was struck by more 
than 60 Viet Cong attacks so tor 
this year. 
Vietnamese and American of­ 
ficials appear to be more pre­ 
occupied with the trouble in the 
countryside, apparently feeling 
that the outcome of the war 
may be decided there.

In its consideration of the 
“ Food For Freedom” bill, the 
House Committee on Agricul­ 
ture has approved an amend­ 
ment 
requiring the less de­ 
veloped countries to whom the 
U.S. has been most generous 
in its aid, to undertake self- 
help measures to increase their 
per capita food production, and 
also to devote more land re­ 
sources to the production of 
needed food rather than to the 
production of non-food crops, 
especially those non-food crops 
in world surplus. 
For many years your Repre­ 
sentative has been critical of 
the policies followed by our 
State Department, partlcuarly 
when it Insisted that there were 
“ no strings attached” to the 
more than 110 billions of dol­ 
lars in assistance which the 
United States has distributed 
to more than 100 nations around 
the world. It is for this reason 
that I have voted against prac­ 
tically every foreign aid bill 
for many years, in the belief 
that we were not only not mak­ 
ing friends, but were actually 
doing a disservice to those na­ 
tions we were assisting. For 
instance, it is a fact that India 
has received about 25 per cent 
of 
all of the commodities 
shipped under Title I since the 
beginning of Public Law 480 
in 1954. I am happy to state 
that 
President 
Johnson has 
realized some of the mistakes 
that have been made in the past, 
and in his February message 
to Congress on the Food for 
Freedom Act, made it clear 
that he felt there was a great 
need for the less developed 
countries to provide self-help 
and to improve their own agri­ 
culture production. 
Unfortunately, for many years, 
India, for example, has been 
laboring under the misappre­ 
hension that if she could only 
become an industrialized na­ 
tion, she could earn enough dol­ 
lars with which to buy the food 
that her starving millions need. 
India, in the meantime, has de­ 
voted 
practically 
nothing 
towards developing food pro­ 
duction although she has been 
devoting some 20-odd millions 
of acres to the production of cot­ 
ton, which as everyone knows is 
in surplus throughout the world. 
The intent of the amendment, 
approved last week in the House 
Agriculture Committee, is that 
if India is to receive wheat and 


other food stuffs from the United 
States, 
either as a gift or 
through concession sales, she 
must convert some of those 
acres from cotton to food crops. 
This is just one example of 
many that exist throughout the 
world. The amendment also in­ 
cludes a provision that recipient 
countries must begin to make 
changes to create an environ­ 
ment for private investment, 
and provide adequate protection 
of industrial property rights to 
attract private domestic and 
foreign investment. These are 
just some of the goals which 
the committee of which your 
Representative is a member, 
hopes to attain through the pas­ 
sage of the bill, originally rec­ 
ommended by the President, and 
greatly improved in committee. 
It is hoped to conclude commit­ 
tee consideration of the bill 
this week, and it should be be­ 
fore the House for a vote early 
in May. Unless there is assur­ 
ance that there will be “ strings 
attached” , I have no interest 
in providing relief of any kind 
for any nation. 
The House will be voting this 
week on the Agriculture Ap­ 
propriations Bill and I am hap­ 
py to report that the sub - com - 
mittee handling this bill, has 
recommended the restoration 
of 
many of the cuts recom­ 
mended in the budget, and I am 
confident the committee’s rec­ 
ommendations will be approved 
by the House. Among the prin­ 
cipal cuts that have been re­ 
stored are $82 million for the 
school milk program, and $19 
million for the school lunch 
program. Other cuts restored 
Include funds for agricultural 
research; control and eradica­ 
tion of plant and animal dis­ 
eases, including the soybean 
cyst 
nematode; 
cooperative 
state research; soil conserva­ 
tion and watersheds. It was in­ 
teresting to note that most of 
the recommended cuts in the 
argiculture budget were in those ‘ 
fields where there is most pub­ 
lic support, and it is generally 
agreed that the Administration 
was aware that these cuts would 
be restored. However, it will 
have the effect of putting the 
burden on Congress for having 
exceeded the budget estimates, 
even though the total appropria­ 
tions recommended by the com­ 
mittee 
($6,909,027,000) 
are 
some $113,611,000 less than 
recommended by the Budget 
Bureau.
